When the question of prohibiting lottenes 
came up for discussion in the Convention that 
framed our Constitution in 1849, a member trom 
this eity rose in his place and opened his re- 
marks.upon the subject in these words, © Mr. 
President. we are essentially a gambline people. 
We confess that the assertion seemed « startling 
one at fhe time, and it was all the more so, 
when, on reflection so many facts stared us in 
the faee on every hand to prove it correct. 

Gambling houses abounded in every town 
and settlement: they were situated in the most 
conspicuous places, and were furnished in the 
richest and most expensive style: they were 
thronged by--day and night, the noise of the 
multthtudé blended with the strains of music and 
the ceaseless clink of money. 
gave us a character the world over. and we have 
had-te wear it to this day. An invariable 
accompaniment toe the saloon was the bar, with 
its liquors and its glasses and all the paraphern- 
alia of drink, while not far off were built houses 
of ill fame for the allurement of the excited or 
the disappointed. ‘The whole business of vam- 
bling passed from one phase of vileness to an- 
other till it became too low and infamous to be 
tolerable, when it began to disappear trom, the 
most publie places. and hide away from the 
frown of society, now awakened to its evils.

The common sentiment of society pro- 
nounces it unlawfutand vicious. and denies those 
who practice it all claim to respectability. The 
gambler isan outlaw. But more should be done. 
The State should protect itself by law trom the 
polluting presence of this nefarious business. It 
should be classed with other penal offences com- 
mitted against the peace and dignity of the State, 
and suppressed as rigorously as counterleiting or 
cheating. The whole business of gambling 
should be declared unlawful, and suppressed.— 
And furthermore, we believe that the better ex- 
perience which we have had of the frurts of this 
vice has begotten a moral sentwnent so strong 
against it, throughout the State, that a law to 
suppress it would be generally executed. It 
would not be a dead letters And we are glad to 
see there are some in our Legislature who enter- 
tain these views. We are happy to acknow!l- 


_ edge the receipt of a copy of a bill introduced in 


the assembly by Mr. Owen, entitled ~ A bill to 
suppress gambling.” It proposes to repeal all 
previous legislation on the subject which. licens- 
ed the business, and henceforth to suspend it al- 
together. makes persons playing for money. 
or any valuable thing—persons owning banks 
for gaming, and the owners or occupants of hous- 
es in which gaming is carried on, liable to fines, 
from five hundred to five thousand dollars in 
amount, or imprisonment for a time less than 
one year. It furthermore provides that one-third 
of the fines collected by this law shall ‘go to the 
person informing. one-third to the Attorney Gen- 
eral, and one-third to the County where the of- 
‘fence is committed. 

We cannot review this bill.,or examine its 
merits in detail, but the object it contemplates is 
a good one, and ought to receive the hearty sup- 
port of all good citizens. We ought to rise in 
our might, and put away from among us that 
vice which. has been uppermost in making us a 
by-word throughout Christendom. |

Salem Correspondence. 
Satem, Feb. 4, 1853. 

Mr. Epitor:—A recent disaster has turned 
the attention of our citizens to our excellent City 
Missionary, Mr. John Ball. I have thought that 
some account of his labors would be interesting 
and perhaps suggestive to those of your readers 
whose hearts have been made to mourn over the 
existence of vice and wretchedness in cities 
and large towns, and who long for some remedy 
to overtake the evil. 

1. In a city, however well it may be supplied 
with Religious Associations and ministers of the 
vospel, there will always be an intermediate and 
unsupplied population occupying the interstices 
between the diflerent parishes and systems of 
religious etlort. The limits of its religious or- 
vanizations are not territorial but voluntary ; and. 
as there are always many in every community 
who from inditlerence or hostility to religion, 
avoid these voluntary connections, large num- 
bers fall betareen the religious societies and are 
without the gospel. Some overlapping etlort is 
needed that Christ may be presented to the in- 
termediate and indifferent. Hence the necessity 
for City Missions, Colportage, distribution of 
tracts. district Sabbath Schools, and other relig- 
ious etlorts which overreach the limits of the 


work that might well oceupy several men: yet 
he is able to do much singlehanded as he is 
and with his ime much divided amotig other 
He visits the sick and poor, and ever 
bears a warm heart, enters easily into religious 
conversation, and closes the meeting with a 
melting prayer. He visits the Jail. and a similar 
scene wunspires there, and seldom is there a 
stout heart that can bear up through an interview 
with him, Jf sympathy, tenderness, and beney- 
olence can affect it, it melts. The vitiated and 
dishonored germs of principle are found and 
brought into action, aud the culprit mourns over 
a Violated manhood, and is stimulated to turn to 
Heaven for merey and for strength to regain a 
lost virtue. He goes also to the Alms House 
and administers comfort; to Sabbath and day 
schools and relates thrilling-incidents of warning 
or encouragement which his wide experience 


labors. 


has accumulated; aud to any others he can hear 
of in need of-spiritual counsel and guidance. 

2. But another division of his labor occupies 
quite as large a proportion of his time. IT reter 
to his eflorts to reheve the wants and elevate 
the condition of the sutlering poor. There must 
always. be an amount of suffering and poverty 
unprovided-ior, lying between the existing sys- 
tems of charity in acity, which have for their 
object the relief of a limited and particular class 
of suilerers. We have many benevolent soci- 
eties, and well conducted: but their objects are 
limited, and the poor abound outside of their 
Until the tor- 
mation of the Provident Association, the present 
season, to assist in doing this work. all these 
residuum charities devolved on the city mission- 
ary. He made himself acquainted as far as 
possible with all the poor—ascertained their 
relations, occupations, present means of subsis- 
tence, the public or private charities issuimyg for 
their benetit, habits whether temperate. frugal. 


operation and need other relet. 


and industrious, and everything relating to their | 
Having familiarized himselt 
with their character and condition, he graduated | 


the amount and kind of assistance with the view | 
of stimulating personal effort, rather than of | 


claims for aid. 


countenancing a disposition to rely on charity. | 
A favorite mode of relief with him is to find | 
employment for those able to work : and his 

otlice is often resorted to as a kind of Intelligence 

office. He incites the lowly to self-respect: and 

discourages street-begeuing by holding up lo 

them therewards and ineitements of industry. 

and to the public the ingenious artitiees and 

fables by which they are imposed en and the 

vicious encouraged in idleness and vice. He 

keeps a list of the aged and infirm on whom he 

bestows a monthly allowance, enough with their 
own etlorts and economy to secure comfort. As 

already intimated, he now receives important 

aid in this department of his labors. Still his is 

the ruling spitit—and it is found that there is 

barely a poor person belonging to the city with 

whose circumstances he is not well acquainted, 

and in regard to whom he has not already found 

the best way of granting relief. The amount 

of his benetactrons is about $1600, a year; and 

he has the rare felicity of satisfying the poor 
and the suffering, who regard himas a father 
and vo to-him for counsel, and the benevolent. 

who supply him with funds and make him their 
almoner. 

3. He is also engaged in a most important 
preventive work. He may be called the antici- 
patirve police of Salem. He finds all the neglect- 
ed boys and girls, growing up in moral and 
social wretchedness, the candidates for future 
vice and crime, and with the consent of their 
parents procures homes for them in the country 
on farms or at trades. Others, older and more 
abandoned, find salutary discipline in the State 
Reform School. And, as a most hopeful and 
successful way of elevating others, he has estab- 
lished evening schools, where, by the assistance 
of a large number of gentlemen and ladies as 
teachers, on an average 769 different scholars, 
males and females, have each winter received 
instruction, for the last five years. The ages of 
the scholars range from 10 years to 60. This 
preventive work is in its details and issues most 
interesting. It is almost impossible to carry 
elevating influences into families where children 
are from the first familiarized with intemperance, 
vice, and crime; but if in early life they may 
be snatched away and placed where the light 
of virtue and religion may fall unobstructed 
upon"them, there is hope.

Loss of the Steamship Tennessee. 
Ir is with the deepest regret that we are com- 
pelled to record the loss of the steamer Tennes- 
see, one of the finest of the noble steam craft be- 
longing to the Paciric Mait Steamsuip Com- 
PANY. This unfortunate accident, which has 
elicited so large a share of the public sym- 
pathy and sorrow, occurred near 9 o'clock, on 
Sunday morning, at a place called \Nina, or Ma- 
deira Cove, about four miles from the entrance 
to our harbor. The steamer arrived outside, du- 
ring the preceding night, but the fog was so 
dense as to prevent an entrance. During the 
night and morning, every one supposing the ves- 
sel to be in the immediate vicinity of the Golden 
Gate, she was kept playing back and forth, so as 
to maintain her position and etleet an entrance 
upon the clearing away of the fog. The first in- 
timation of danger. was the discovery of the Tel- 
egraph rock, an immense mass, rising abruptly 
in the fog but a short distance ahead. So sud- 
denly did this unforeseen danger present itself, 
that it at first had the appearance of an optical’ 
illusion. The danger, however, proved too real. 
Upon attempting to back out from their perilous 
position, a similar obstacle of equal magnitude 
opposed itself in the rear. In order to pre- 
vent being dashed to pieces with such a Seylla 
on the one hand and Charybdis on the other, and 
prevent not only the loss of the vessel, but those | 
on board, the Tennessee was skilfully put ashore, 
on the beach formed by the narrow gap between 
the two rocky promontories. Immediately upon 
her striking, the First Otlicer of the ship. swam 
through the breakers.conveying a line,with which 
the vessel was made fast to the shore. and stead- 
ied in her position, each roll of the surf imbed- 
ding her firmly in the sand. Through the cool- 
ness and discretion of the commander and offi- 
cers ot the vessel, the unavoidable confusion and 
alarmot the passengers were immediately allay- 
ed. and all were conveyed on shore sately and 
in order.

Strawberry.—The species of strawberry it is proposed 
to notice, is the one indigenous to our sandy hills and 


vallies. It is by far the most abundant on declivities 


facing the damp and windy portions of the Bay and 
Coast (i. ¢. westerly exposures. ) 

This Very robust native strawberry plant is the Fra- 
garia Chilensis, called by the Spanish Freson de Chili; 
formerly styled F. Culifornica. Its luxuriance is re- 
markable; we have seen it almost woody from the oll 
stumps of from three to six inches high; in most pla- 
ces, however, it hugs the earth, lying low. Often there 
is not a vestige of moisture apparent in the soil on 
which it thrives, suggesting the spontaneous exclama- 
tion that it must subsist in a great part from the at- 
mosphere! The specimens we have before us are from 
the neighborhood of Clark’s Point: the flowers of these 
are over an inch aud a half in diameter by actual mea- 
surement, Widely spreading and remarkably fragrant. 
The flower stem, so far from having a single solitary 
tlower, as is sometimes described, has generally from 
four to eight, or even ten, as these specimens exempli- 
fv. The flowers stand on long stalks several times di- 
vided by twos. The leathery leaves are broadly obovate, 
very blunt and coarsely toothed—all parts, including 
the fruit,.are covered with silky hairs, except the 
upper surface of the leaves, which are of a shining 
Varnished sap-green color, somewhat plaited. 

The fruit is tinely flavorecé and round or oblong, 
und in favorable localities, large. The qualities of 
the fruit of this venus are too well known and ap- 
preciated to need more than a passing remark.— 
When we add to the exquisite luxury, their superior 
medicinal virtues, we cap the climax. They are cool- 
ing and laxative, restoring health to the bilious and 
the consumptive, promoting the secretions of the skin 
und viscera generally. A tea made of the leaves 
dricd in the shade is an excellent astringent for lax 
and debilitated bowels, combining diuretic qualities ; 
in jaundice, it has also obtained some repute. 

The strawberry is very much improved by sowing 
the seed. We cannot properly elucidate this part of 
the subject, but would simply suggest that this is the 
best and most sure, as well as expeditious method 
yf: oltaining our eastern and foreizn varieties. A 
letter by mail to a friend—the seed pressed upon a 
slip of paper, or enclosed in gold-beaters’ skin, simply 
moistening its margin with spittle, and bring the edges 
iu contact; and all is done forthe vovage. As this me- 
thod is so seldom noticed? we propose to say a word 
vn this point, 

When the strawberry bexins to put forth on our hills 
(indicating their spring,) @foose a declivity looking 
wester/y, if possible, so as to avoid our burning morn- 
ing sun, for as the dav advane@s the shy is overcast 
with fogs, and the voung and delicate plants are then 
sufficiently protected. Let the soil be well pulverized, 
aud mix three parts of well rotted manure to one of 
soot and one of leached ashes. The 
with a littl drv mould and sown;

SILK MANUFACTURE. 
j The quantity of silk annually con- 
sumed by women and balloons is so 
great, that it is really astonishing how 
worms and mulberry trees keep up the 
supply. According to “ The Paris Re- 
view,” there are, in France, no less than 
130,000 looms for silk, of which the pro- 
ducts amount in value to three hundred 
milions per annum. ‘The fabrics of 
Lyons yield about or nearly two-thirds 
of that sum—a_ moiety of the whole is 
exported—three-fifths of the exports from 
Lyons; the United States consume the 
greater part.

He thinks that it must be less injuri- 
ous to check prespiration, in) some de- 
gree, by a waterproof overcoat, than to 
get soaked with rain. ‘There can be no 
doubt -but waterproof fabrics may be 
made very light, and so formed as to be 
worn in wet weather, and yet allow 
some room for prespiration. But still 
they are not healthy, and should never 
be put on but in cases of extreme neces- 
sity.. Any person who has worn a water- 
proof outer garment for some time 
knows by experience that it causes 
weakness and chills. No person should 
wear a garment but such as allows the 
vapor or prespiration which is continual- 
ly exuding from the skin to pass off 
freely. For this reason a frequent change 
of entire clothing conduces to health. 

Clothing should be light and warm 
and not too tight. A happy change in 
the fashions (may it long continue) has 
taken place within a few years; it isthe 
substitution of loose outer garments for 
the old fashioned, tight, close, and
